He called attention to the fact that Henry 
Ford was receivmg an unusually large number of straw 
votes as a choice for President of the United States 
leading all others as reported by "Colliers' Weekly/ 
and that John B. Bockef eller could probably be elected 
to no office within the gift of the people anywhere. Yet 
ne said, both men are very wealthy. Ford probably the 
wealthier of the two, and Mr. Rockefeller had given 
away fully $500,000,000.00 and Air. Ford had given iwar 
practically nothing. He says, "I cannot understand 
now people consider Mr. Ford as practically the cham- 
pion of the poor man, while Mr. Rockefeller seems to 
nave few friends among the average men." 


We do not believe the cause for this is difficult to 


discover. Mr Depew is right Mr. Ford has not much
